W.ASIIINGTON (API — The 
House Rules Committee shows 
no .signs of heeding a presiden­ 
tial call to “quit fidlin’ and 
pidlin’ ” on the Senate-passed 
civil rights-open housing bill.

While signing Wednesday of a 
bill outlawing racial discrimina­ 
tion in federal jury selection, 
Johnson criticized House delay 
in acting on the civil rights biU'.

As passed by the Senate, the 
measure would ban discrimina­ 
tion in the sale or rental of 
about 80 per cent of the nation’s 
housing. It also wouid provide 
protectia-i for Negroes and civil 
rights workers engaged in seek­ 
ing constitutional rights. 
As Johnson spoke, staff direc­

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Is it a 
mammoth put-on, or does Pat 
Paulsen really have a chance in 
the presidential race? 
There is Paulsen, looking for 
all the world like a candidate, 
shak ing hands with constituents 
and mak ing statements that are 
innocuous enoug h to sound Like 
political dialog ue. 
Mock campaig ns for the presi­ 
dency have been prevalent on 
the American scene since the 
y ears when Eddie Cantor of­ 
fered his candidacy on radio. 
Now' the immense reach of tele­ 
vision has contributed a g rass 
roots campaig n for Pat Paulsen, 
who first achieved note as the 
totally inept editorialist on the 
Sunday nig ht "Smothers Broth­ 
ers Show.”

Paulsen

wouldn’t want to tak e any votes 
away from somebody I dig ." 
The man Paulsen dig s most, 
off-camera, is Minnesota Sen. 
Eug ene J. McCarthy of Minne­ 
sota on the Democratic side, 
and possibly New York Gov. 
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Nelson 
A. Ro ckefeller among 
the 
Republicans, 
"althoug h 
Rock efeller is not a true Repub­ 
lican." The criterion here is 
that McCarthy is a dove on Viet­ 
nam 
policy and 
"Rock efeller 
mig ht be a dove.” Paulsen, lik e 
his 
mentors, 
the 
Smothers 
Brothers, 
is 
unmistak ably 
dove-ish. 
Despite his lo y alties, Paulsen 
claims to

“ People think I am a flaming 
liberal," he said with a deg ree 
of seriousness, “ But I am con­ 
servative in many way s."

After service in the Marines, he 
tried his comic monolog ues in 
tiny nig ht clubs in the Bay area, 
with the most modest of suc­ 
cess. While waiting for fortune 
to smile, he work ed in a g y psum 
mine, a print shop and as driver 
of a baby formula truck . 
Shifting to Southern Califor­ 
nia, he was viewed at Pasade­ 
na's nig ht spot, The Ice House, 
by the Smothers Brothers and 
their staff, who soug ht him as 
a performer on their forthcom­ 
ing CBS variety hour. 
Paulsen’s 
deadpan

“tax ing " lunch and three hours 
of afternoon work cannot com­ 
pare to the energ y -ex pending - 
day of the “ little wife at home." 
I am certain that a m an’s

wife’s ex hausting task s 
would 
mak e him forever k eep silent 
about his fatig uing work. 
Chronic fatig ue is a very im­ 
portant sy mptom and must not 
be overlook ed. It cannot be cas­ 
ually disreg arded even 
if the 
person is 
in 
complete 
g ood 
health. The emotional tension of 
hour-by -hour solution of 
t h e 
problems of the children and 
the preparations for being the 
charming 
wife 
when 
Poppa 
comes home can be very ex ­ 
hausting . 
There are many 
low g rade 
infections, hormone imbalances, 
k idney and liver disorders and 
overactive thy roids which may 
be responsible for fatig ue. Low 
blood pressure and low blood 
sug ar must also be considered 
that does not clear up with a 
m oderate amount of rest. 
Sometimes the 
most ex haus­ 
tive studies are necessary 
to 
find 
the basic reason for this 
persistent inability to function 
on 
a 
normal level. As I said, 
fatig ue is a sy mptom and a 
body warning that needs to be 
respected.

further injury to the tender ear 
tissue. 
The fung us 
gro ws so 
rapidly that the doctor 
must 
constantly k eep ahead 
o f its 
g rowth to destroy the fungus 
and treat the ear with many o f 
the new cortisone and antibio­ 
tic medicines that are no w avail­ 
able.

And the Soviet ex perim enta­ 
tion with profits as an incentive 
has done as much as any thing 
to 
promote 
renewed 
Interest 
among economists. 
Russia, 
despite the appear­ 
ances 
of 
some 
Soviet 
state­ 
ments, did not invent the profit 
motive. But the Russian sense 
of discovery that profits some­ 
times lead to efficiency and bo­ 
nuses lead to happier w-orke^s 
sometimes g ives the impression 
that something unheard of has 
been revealed to them. 
Y.G, Liberman. a professor at 
Khark ov University and one of 
those most responsible for eco­ 
nomic reforms in the Soviet Un­ 
ion, now reports big g ains by 
several hundred state-owned en­ 
terprises 
that 
adopted 
profit 
sharing . 
Last y ear, he said, profits of 
such 
operations 
rose 
25 
per 
cent, compared with a national 
averag e of 10 per cent. Sales 
rose 10 per cent, compared with 
8 per cent for other firms. 
Liberman’s advocacy of profit 
incentives is only part ol a larg ­ 
er prog ram to revamp almost 
ail the heavy -handed, centrally 
imposed 
g oals on 
production, 
work er quotas, production costs 
and new’ technolog ies. 
Meanw’hile. 
in 
the 
United 
States there has been a long 
trend 
toward 
less 
completely 
free enterprise and far more in­ 
volvement of local, state and 
federal 
g overnments 
in

g ross national product. 
The result, then, is a discus­ 
sion that surfaces from time to 
time about the similarities be 
tween the sy stems of East and 
West.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Un­ 
less something untoward hap­ 
pens to him on the way to the 
nomination at the August con­ 
vention, Richard M. Nixon is 
likely to become editor-in-chief 
of the Republican platform. 
Senate Republican leader Ev­ 
erett M. 
Dirksen will 
be in 
charge of drafting the platform 
planks. Dirksen is a reasonable 
man in such m atters, wise in 
the ways of nominating conven­ 
tions. 
No one has to tell the Illinois 
senator that if Nixon looks like 
a certain winner before the con­ 
vention opens, what the former 
vice president wants in the plat­ 
form is what will wind up in 
that document. 
The 
Republican 
governors 
created a months-long uproar in 
an effort to force GOF National 
Chairman Ray C. Bliss to name 
Gov. 
Raymond 
P. Shafer of 
Pennsylvania as a co-chairman 
with Dirksen of the platform 
committee. 
The 
governors 
contended 
publicly they wanted represen- 


taUon of their generally moder­ 
ate view-point in the platform. 
Privately they were against 
having the aging Dirksen claim 
the television spotlight in read­ 
ing that platform to the conven­ 
tion. They feared it would dis­ 
tort the youthful image they 
have tried to fashion for their 
party. 
Dirksen balked at a co-chair­ 
man. Bliss stood fast behind 
him. The governors gave up but 
decided to hold their own series 
of regional hearings on platform 
proposals. 
They will whip these propos­ 
als together and turn them over 
to Dirksen’s committee, These 
proposed planks will be stacked 
alongside rough-drafted planks 
taken from more than 30 state­ 
ments on national issues by the 
Republican Policy Coordinating 
Committee. 
Then the compromise plan­ 
ning aud cutting will begin. This 
is the point at which Nixon, if he 
has the necessary majority of 
delegate votes in his pocket, will 
step in. 


Nixon has said he will confer 
with all of the 26 GOP gover­ 
nors, among others, about what 
they think ought to be in the 
platform. Unless he encounters 
unexpected 
opposition 
from 
some candidate who has yet to 
surface, he will have great lati­ 
tude in editing the final draft. 
While Nixon 
has 
supported 
use of whatever military force 
is necessary in Vietnam, he will 
want an alternative to President 
Johnson’s war course that will 
give him 
the opportunity to 
promise peace if elected. 
He will have had part of a hot 
summer to come up with some 
suggestions on how to curb and 
cure the rioting in the slums. 
Those who now profess that 
Nixon is too conservative for 
their tastes may be pleasantly 
surprised by the results. They 
have forgotten that in 1960 he 
was an “ Eisenhower” Republi­ 
can, a label that then meant 
progressive.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Is it a 
mammoth put-on, or does Pat 
Paulsen really have a chance in 
the presidential race? 
There is Paulsen, looking for 
all tile world like a candidate, 
shaking hands with constituents 
and making statements that are 
innocuous enough to sound like 
political dialogue. 
Mock campaigns for the presi­ 
dency have been prevalent on 
the American scene since the 
years when Eddie Cantor of­ 
fered his candidacy on radio. 
Now the immense reach of tele­ 
vision has contributed a grass 
roots campaign for Pat Paulsen, 
who first achieved note as the 
totally inept editorialist on the 
Sunday night “Smothers Broth­ 
ers Show.”

100,000 to 200.000 votes,” says 
Paulsen 
without 
the 
faintest 
smile. “ I feel responsible now; I 
wouldn't want to take any votes 
away from somebody I dig.” 
The man Paulsen digs most, 
off-camera, is Minnesota Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy of Minne­ 
sota on the Democratic side, 
and possibly New York Gov. 
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Nelson A. 
Rockefeller among 
the 
Republicans, 
“ although 
Rockefeller is not a true Repub­ 
lican.” The criterion here is 
that McCarthy is a dove on Viet­ 
nam 
policy 
and 
“ Rockefeller 
might be a dove.” Paulsen, like 
his 
mentors, 
the 
Smothers 
Brothers, 
is 
unmistakably 
dove-ish. 
Despite his loyalties, Paulsen 
claims 
to 
be 
conducting his 
campaign without fear or favor. 
“ People think I am a flaming 
liberal,” he said with a degree 
of seriousness, “ But I am con­ 
servative in many ways.” 
For one thing, his residence, 
Pat Paulsen, 
his wife 
Betty 
Jane and three children live in 
Orange, Calif., the heartland of 
the most conservative county of 
the state, and perhaps the na­ 
tion. This, he admitted, was a 
historical accident, the result of 
his having earned a $3,000 check 
for composing a song for the 
Smothers Brothers; he invested 
it in a modest home at the geo­ 
graphical center of a number of 
intimate night clubs that offered 
employment 
for 
his 
esoteric 
brand of humor. 
Pat 
Paulsen 
was 
born 
in 
South Bend, Wash., and grew up 
in the San Francisco arca, at­ 
tending Tamalpais High School 
and San Francisco City College. 
After service in the Marines, he 
tried his comic monologues in 
tiny night clubs in the Bay area, 
with the most modest of suc­ 
cess. While waiting for fortune 
to smile, he worked in a gypsum 
mine, a print shop and as driver 
of a baby formula truck. 
Shifting to Southern Califor­ 
nia, he was viewed at Pasade­ 
na’s night spot, The Ice House, 
by the Smothers Brothers and 
their staff, who sought him as 
a performer on their forthcom­ 
ing CBS variety hour. 
Paulsen's 
deadpan 
comedy 
was an immediate hit, and he 
became

with

Smothers Brothers. From edito­ 
rialist he naturally evolved into 
presidential candidate, and the 
campaign seems to be having 
widespread 
ramifications.

My husband is very patient and 
understanding, but I just don’t 
like myself for being so weak.

Dear Mrs. E.: 'The physical 
fatigue of running a house, do­ 
ing the chores and taking care 
of children is an overwhelming 
one. I have often wondered how 
we men 
even 
dare 
complain 
about the “ tremendous day at 
the office.” The two morning 
coffee breaks followed 
by 
a 
“taxing” lunch and three hours 
of afternoon work cannot com­ 
pare to the energy-expending- 
day of the “ little wife at home.” 
I am certain that a m an’s 
trade 
for 
one day 
with 
his 
wife’s exhausting tasks 
would 
make him forever keep silent 
about his fatiguing work. 
Chronic fatigue is a very im­ 
portant symptom and must not 
be overlooked. It cannot be cas­ 
ually disregarded even 
if the 
person is 
in 
complete 
good 
health. The emotional tension of 
hour-by-hour solution of 
t h e 
problems of the children and 
the preparations for being the 
charming 
wife 
when 
Poppa 
comes home can be very ex­ 
hausting. 
There are many 
low grade 
infections, hormone imbalances, 
kidney and liver disorders and 
overactive thyroids which may 
be responsible for fatigue.

growth to destroy the fungus 
and treat the ear with m any of 
the new cortisone and antibio­ 
tic medicines that arc now avail­ 
able.

NEW YORK (AP) — The con­ 
trasts of capitalism and commu­ 
nism create from time to time 
the very opposite: discussions of 
the similarities in the two sys­ 
tems. Such examinations have 
been popular for several years 
now’ in academic circles. 
Among the factors causing the 
re-examination is dissatisfaction 
among Eastern 
European na­ 
tions with tile workings of their 
systems, 
partly 
because they 
have 
failed, 
partly 
because 
youth is replacing the revolu­ 
tionaries. 
And the Soviet experimenta­ 
tion with profits as an incentive 
has done as much as anything 
to 
promote 
renewed 
interest 
among economists. 
Russia, 
despite the appear­ 
ances 
of 
some 
Soviet 
state­ 
ments, did not invent the profit 
motive. But the Russian sense 
of discovery that profits some­ 
times lead to efficiency and bo­ 
nuses lead to happier workers 
sometimes gives the impression 
that something unheard of has 
been revealed to them. 
Y.G. Liberman. a professor at 
Kharkov University and one of 
those most responsible for eco­ 
nomic reforms in the Soviet Un­ 
ion, now reports big gains by 
several hundred state-owned en­ 
terprises 
that 
adopted 
profit 
sharing. 
Last year, he said, profits of 
such 
operations 
rose 
25 
per 
cent. compared with a national 
average of IO per cent. Sales 
rose IO per cent, compared with 
8 per cent for other firms. 
Liberman’s advocacy of profit 
incentives is only part ol a larg­ 
er program to revamp almost 
a»l the heavy-handed, centrally 
imposed 
goals on 
production, 
worker quotas, production costs 
and new' technologies. 
Meanwhile, 
in 
the 
United 
States there has been a long 
trend 
tow’ard 
less 
completely 
free enterprise and far more in­ 
volvement of local, state and 
federal 
governments 
in 
the 
gross national product. 
The result, then, is a discus­ 
sion that surfaces from time to 
time about the similarities bo 
tween the systems of East and 
West. 
Writing in the Columbia Jour­ 
nal of Wond Business, the direc­ 
tor of the Netherlands Econom­ 
ic Institute, 
Jan 
Timbergen, 
gave a typical exam ple- 
“In general there is a tenden­ 
cy toward decentralization 
in 
the East and one of centraliza­ 
tion in the West. Central plan­ 
ning tends to be reduced in the 
former and strengthened in the 
latter. More freedom is being 
given to Eastern managers and 
less to W’estern m anagers.” 


The 
similarities, 
Timbergen 
reminds readers, results from 
p r a g m a t i s m 
rather 
than 
changes in ideologies, and in­ 
volve economic and social struc­ 
tures oniy — not politics. And 
imitation is 
not involved, he 
says. 
It is easy to believe that the 
Communist 
experiment 
with 
profits is a result of experience 
rather than of changes in funda­ 
mental beliefs. As the Commu­ 
nist economies developed the 
old structures cracked. 
In the United States, for ex­ 
ample, a consumer product is 
produced to meet a consumer 
need. American businesses are 
market oriented; 
they 
study 
consumer needs and then set 
out to fill the need. There’s no 
use 
producing 
what 
nobody

minimize the mysterious earth­ 
quakes that have plagued the 
Denver,

years. 
The 
Associated 
Press 
has 
learned 
that 
the 
President’s 
chief 
scientific 
adviser, 
Dr. 
Donald Hornig, is drafting a re­ 
port on the findings of an inves­ 
tigation begun two years ago. 
Work on the recommendations 
was accelerated, it was learned, 
after Hornig received a report 
from four scientists advancing 
the theory that there’s a IO to 20 
per cent chance of a m ajor 
quake in the Denver area this 
year. 
Tile theory came from a U.S. 
Geological Survey team , includ­ 
ing two specialists in earth­ 
quake research. An aide to Hor­ 
nig said, however, that the theo­ 
ry has been disputed by other 
advisers involved in the investi­ 
gation. 
The temblors have been oc­ 
curring ever since the Army 
dug a 2V2-mile deep well IO 
miles northeast of Denver and 
began 
filling 
it 
with 
liquid 
wastes from its Rocky Mountain 
arsenal. The arsenal manufac­ 
tures nerve gas and other weap­ 
ons of chemical warfare. 
Before the well was dug, the 
area had been free of m easura­ 
ble 
earthquakes. 
Since 
then, 
there have 1,500 temblors, al­ 
though until last year most of 
them were so small they were 
scarcely noticed by the area’s 
residents. 
There has been considerable 
debate among scientists as to 
whether there is any cause-and- 
effect connection between high- 
pressure injection of the wastes 
into the well and the quakes.

Foreign Minister T hanat Kho- 
m an of Thailand, widely r e g a rd ­ 
ed as one of A sia’s m ost astute 
diplom ats, told this correspond­ 
ent he believes Peking to be ex ­ 
pansionist and to have a m b i­ 
tions to dom inate all Indochina 
and then the states surrounding 
it, all the way to Indonesia. 


The Chinese, he says, w ant 
the V ietnam w ar to continue in­ 


definitely 
so that 
it will 
sap 
Am erican strength and 
lessen 
A m erican capability of reacting 
elsewhere. At the sam e tim e, he 
says, China insists that “ there 
m ust not be tw'o lions in the 
sam e den,” and thus is indus­ 
triously 
working

keep the 
Russian foot out of the Asian 
door. 


Thanat says he does not be­ 
lieve Russia has territorial a m ­ 
bitions 
in 
Southeast 
Asia, 
at 
least at this tim e, but has a neg­ 
ative approach to the question 
of peace in Vietnam. This ap ­ 
proach. he says, is based on a 
Soviet fear of being involved in 
something 
which 
can 
develop 
into general war. 


Thanat and other Thais be­ 
lieve their country is a p rim ary 
targ et for subversion and vio­ 
lence because of the strides it is 
making in its econom y and in 
its attack on rural 
problem s 
This country, says Interior Min­ 
ister 
P rap h at

is 
“ the antecham ber of w a r.” 


The Com m unist insurgency in 
T hailand’s north and northeast. 


and to a lesser extent in the ex­ 
trem e south near the Malaysian 
border, rem ains a serious pro!) 
lem. Thanat says the C om m u­ 
nists have been stopped in their 
tracks for tho past year or so 
and have m ade no gains in the 
way

support, 
but 
keeping them in check is an ex­ 
pensive and often bloody propo­ 
sition. 
The northeast is a cb’y, inhos­ 
pitable land, as big as Cam bo­ 
dia, with m ore than a third of 
T hailand’s 
population.

whom own their own land.

Optimism about the outcom e 
is leavened by the knowledge 
that Thailand in the long run, 
while m aster in its own house, 
is not m a ster of its own destiny. 
It has a huge Com m unist neigh­ 
bor. And it is aw are that w hat 
happens to Thailand in the fu­ 
ture will depend to a great e x ­ 
tent on what happens in neigh­ 
boring Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos.
